Collecting To Spend 


Now that new war taxes are on the 
program, and likely to bulk larger as time 
passes, it is well to remember that the 
conditions which create the demand also 
in large measure bring the means with 


which to meet it. This was so during the 
first Great War, and history will of neces- 
sity repeat. 

The money collected by the Govern- 
ment for war purposes will not be de- 
stroyed. It will be paid out as fast as col- 
lected, in wages and living allowances to 
soldiers, and for supplies and equipment 
of all sorts, thus passing continuously 
from the pockets of the taxpayers through 
the treasury department back into the 
stream of circulating money by which 
business is carried on. 


Financially a war department in war 
time acts as a powerful pump, causing a 
larger and faster circulation of money 
than would otherwise occur. In the pre- 
sent circumstances, the bulk of the out- 
flow from the department will be restrict- 
ed to Canada for many months, and the 
economic life of the country will be quick- 
ened thereby. There will be a steady and 
growing demand for supplies and muni- 
tions, and work and wages for those who 
produce these things. 

In the former struggle, times were 
good in Canada. There was employment 
for all, wages were good, and business 
boomed. The war taxes were easily paid 
because all who were fit and willing to 
work were able to earn, spend and pay. 
It is in post-war days, not in war days, 
that the real burden of the costs is felt 
severely. For the time, the newly im- 
posed taxes do not carry the deadening 
significance they would in peace - time. 
Exactly the contrary. The immediate ex- 
penditure will offset the collections, and 
business in all lines will be stimulated.
